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U.S. Survey Concludes: 
'No Safety' Against Atom Attack 


WHY DOESN'T the city al- 


low private scavengers to dis- 
charge cesspool and septic 
tank sewage from the proper- 
ty of Dixon residents into the 
municipal disposal plant sys- 
tem? 


An explanation was offered at 


Tuesday night's council meeting by 
Clarence Hill, superintendent of the 
Dixon disposal plant. Mayor Wil- 
liam Slothower requested that the 
superintendent clarify the city's 
position on the matter. 


THE DISCUSSION came as an 


aftermath to a letter written by 
C. W. Klassen, chief sanitary engi- 
neer of Illinois, who claimed that 
cesspool and septic tank sewage 
could be disposed of at the city's 
plant without any technical diffi- 
culty. 


Hill indicated that Klassen did 


not have a complete picture of the 
Dixon plant. Hill said Klassen ad- 
vised using disposal equipment that 
does not exist at the local plant. 


According to Klassen, "the con- 


tents of these septic tanks and 
cesspools could be trucked to the 
Dixon municipal sewage-treatment 
plant and discharged into the 
sludge well and .pumped into the 
digester." 
* * * 


DIXON DOES not have a sludge 


well. Hill said, and the facilities 
to dump sludge directly into a 
secondary digester are not pres- 
ently available. 


Mayor Slothower said Tuesday 


that he had already given consid- 
eration to the possibility of dis- 
posing of such sewage by injecting 
it into the plant system via a man- 
hole some distance from the plant. 


His mind was changed when the 


superintendent previously explain- 
ed the chemistry of the local plant 
in disposing of sewage, Slothower 
said. 


The explanation was repeated 


last night for the benefit of the 
public. 
* • » 


THERE ARE 
three principal 


stages in the process of sewage 
decomposition at the Dixon plant 
—the primary tank stage, the pri- 
mary digester stage, and the sec- 
ondary digester stage. 


The function of the primary tank 


stage is to accept 
non-decayed 


sewage and to allow the solids to 
settle to the bottom of the tank. 
The overflow liquid is removed 
from the'tank and poured into the 
Rock river. 


From the primary tank stage, 


solids are drawn to the primary 
digester where a "seeder" (partly 
decayed matter acting as a cata- 
lyst) is introduced to speed up 
decomposition to elements of gas, 
liquid and solids. The gas is burn- 
ed to provide energy to run the 
plant's power system. The water 
is poured into the river. And, the 
solids are transferred to a sec- 
ondary digester.

IN THE secondary digester, an- 


other tank, decomposition is com- 
pleted and the solids are taken to 
a "drying bed" and later hauled 
away, dry and powdery, to be used 
as fertilizer. 


The introduction of cesspool and 


septic tank sewage into the plant 
works adversely in three primary 
ways. 


In the primary tank, such waste, 


actually a form of "seeder," im- 
pedes the separating of solids from 
the liquid by causing the sewage 
to decompose before it enters the 
primary digester. Chemical action 
in the tank causes the solids to re- 
main suspended throughout the li- 
quid, which, when poured into the 
river, would be highly contami- 
nated.

Midwest Farmers 
Called on for Aid 
In Fall Problem 


DES MOINES <J>— Uncle Sam 


plans to get out of the grain stor- 
age business, Undersecretary of 
Agriculture True D. Morse said 
today. 


Morse and other high federal 


agriculture of'icials met here with 
representatives of M i d w e s t e r n 
states to discuss a storage prob- 
lem in connection with the govern- 
ment's corn price support pro- 
gram. 


Stales Premise 


"We are moving forward on the 


premise that grain storage should 
not be run by the government," 
Morse said. 


"It should be stored by farmers 


on the farm and when it leaves 
the farm it should be handled by 
commercial people." 


The government is calling on 


farmers, to take the lead in avert- 
ing an anticipated tight storage 
situation in the corn belt this fall. 


With an estimated carry-over of 


about 800 million bushels of old 
corn expected to be on hand when 
the J953 crop is harvested, the 
government is seeking to persuade 
farmers to keep their corn on the 
farm. 


Most stored corn is under gov- 


einment price support loans or 
purchase agreements. Unless farm- 
ers reseal it under a 13 cents a 
bushel storage fee the government 
is offering them, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will have a 
flood of corn this fall and no place 
to put it. 


No Sparr Seen 


Reports to today's session indi- 


cated there are about 65 million 
bushels of corn for which there is 
no apparent storage space unless 
farmers reseal their old corn. 


"An easy solution," Morse told 


the more than 100 farm leaders 
and officials, "would be to have 
the CCC go out and buy bins but 
we don't believe that is the con- 
structive 
approach. We believe 


farmers as businessmen ought to 
be adequately equipped with stor- 
age facilities. Many farms are 
not." 


Morse said he believed the wheat 


storage problem could be met and 
that it is corn which is of primary 
concern.

Urge Strong 
Retaliatory 
Capabilities 


Committee Reports 
On Study of U. S. 
Defense for Bomb 


WASHINGTON 
Iff)— An 


advisory committee of indus- 
trial and scientific leaders 
told the defense department 
today that "in the light of 
stern facts" there can be no 
safety against atomic attack 
for the United States. 


The committee, headed by M. J. 


Kelly, president of Bell Telephone 
laboratories, 
was appointed last 


December to study the problems of 
defense of the North American con- 
tinent against atomic attack. 


Summary Released 


The Defense department rushed 


out a summary of the committee's 
report this morning, an hour before 
Air Force Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg 
was scheduled to appear before a 
congressional committee for ques- 
tioning as to whether the budget 
cutbacks proposed by the adminis- 
tration would set back the air 
force's expansion program. 
. . 


In its summary, the committee 


commented that "The Soviet Union 
is militarily capable today of a. 
surprise, a'ttack in the United States 
which would cause large loss of 
IWe and major property damage 
and possibly temporarily lessen the 
capability of the U. S. to support 
a major war effort." 


Speed Urged 


On the ground the committee 


argued for speedy development of 
"atomic offensive capability" as a 
deterrent. 


Along that line the report said: 
"Emphasizing that all military 


measures must be assayed not only 
as to their value in the event of 
war but also as to their value in 
deterring war, the committee point- 
ed out the importance of continued 
development of a powerful U. S. 
atomic offensive capability, reason- 
ably invulnerable to the initial at- 
tack, as a vital, major part of the 
over-all defense system. 


"The committee urged the crea- 


tion also of a continental air de- 
fense system much better than that 
which is assured under present 
programs. In this connection the 
committee expressed concern about 
the recent public advocacy of a 
program which would purportedly 
give nearly p e r f e c t protection 
against air attacks. The committee 
held that, as far as can now be 
foreseen, any such level of protec- 
tion is unattainable and in any 
c a s e c o m p l e t e l y 
impracti- 


cable, economically and technically 
in the face of expected advances 
in 
potentially 
hostile 
offensive 


capabilities. In the light of stern 
facts the committee emphasized 
that there can be no safety in the 
atomic age short of the elimina- 
tion of war. 


"After looking closely at the 


question whether a goal could now 
be set for a particular desired 
level of defense against air attack, 
in the usual terms of costs or 
target dates,- the committee con- 
cluded that a lasting answer on 
this point cannot be set down at 
this time."

There cannot be any sadder task than having to com- 


Client once more upon the fall of a French government—the 
18th since the end of World War II. Each failure heightens

Rene Mayer's recent government lasted less than the six 


months that has been average for postwar cabinets there. 
•It fell on a minor budget issue, a wholly typical collapse. No 
lone would be surprised if one day a French cabinet trips over

many people carry their enthusi- 
asm for the sun too far. 
After a 


winter in the factory or office, 
people are pale and easily burned. 
With the opening of the beaches 
and iccreation spots the lirst clear 
Sunday is an invitation to overe.xpo- 
sure to the sun. This results in the 
inevitable Monday morning crop 
of' bright red skins, blisters, and 
short tempers. 


A seveie sunburn is ifot only un- 


comfortable but doesn't help the 
health any. Although the sun's 
rays are beneficial in moderate 
quantities, when there is too much 
of it the skin is destroyed and 
harmed. 


The action of the sun on the 


skin leads to the production of a 
substance called vitamin D. which 
is necessary for good health: it 
probably has other good effects as 
well. 
When part of the skin is 


killed by too much sun. however, 
the good effects are lost. 


The proper amount of sun to 


take at 
the 
beginning is just 


enough to cause a gradual brown- 
ing or tanning. The tanning which 
is caused by deposits of pigment 
serves as a protection against the 


sun's rays and at the same tim« 
allows the sun to get in its good 
effects. 
Tanning takes time, how- 


ever, because the pigment or col- 
oring matter docs not come to the 
skin at once. 
, • 


The first exposure to the strong 


summer sun should be short., A 
few minutes lying in the sun each 
day for several days is much bet- 
ter than a long exposure resulting: 
in a burn. Gradually the length of 
time in the sun can be increased 
as the tanning progresses. After » 
week or so there is little danger of 
sunburn. 
LOTIONS WILL PROTECT 


A number of ointments or lotions 


can be placed on the skin and will 
protect somewhat against rays of 
the sun and promote tanning rath- 
er than burning. There are a great 
many of these substances on the 
market. 
Regardless of what is 


used, a little common sense is in 
older. 


The temptation to soak up a lot 


of sun the first good clay should be 
resisted. 
It does no good to get 


too much and serious harm over 
and above a tender, painful skin 
can develop.

Governor's Truck Fee 
BUI Nears Final Vote 


Hopes Blasted for Reduction of 
Passenger Cur License Charges 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (*)—Gover- 


nor Stratum's truck fee bill, the 
last big hurdle behind, t o d a y 
wheeled into the last lap of its 
speedy trip through the Illinois 
general assembly. 


In its wake lay broken hopes of 


some house members for reduc- 
tions in passenger car license 
charges. 


After taking one minor amend- 


ment, the Stratton forces Tuesday 
batted down nine proposed changes 
mostly offered in .the interests of 
pleasure car drivers and strength- 
ened enforcement of truck fe* col- 
lections. 


One amendment, a forthright 


move to stop the bill in its tracks 
by killing it, was beaten 78 to 46. 
The others failed by lesser mar- 
gins. The bill's next step is a pas- 
sage vote. 


In its present form, the senate- 


approved bill would: 


1. Erase eight million dollars a 


year in truck license fee increases 
voted two years ago, but not ef- 
fective until 1954. 


2. Provide a weight-mileage tax 


option that seasonal haulers and 
farmers using the highways com- 
paratively little could elect instead 
of paying a more costly flat an- 
nual fee. 
, 


The 
amendment 
that' came 


closest to adoption would have put 
state charges for licensing auto- 
mobiles on a weight basis, like 
truck licensing, rather than on the 
present horsepower basis. 


Fees for most motorists would 


have been reduced. The proposal, 
by Rep. W. Russell Arrington (R- 


Evanston), was defeated 66 to 61 
after Rep. M. R. Walker (R-Dan- 
ville) called it "ridic-ulous."

Assuming your stance, make 


sine your feet are lined up with 
the line of flight, pointed outward 
to the degree you intend them to 
be in. 


Be certain the weight is distrib- 


uted evenly on the feet. 


When your stance becomes na- 


tural, you learn to check the 
weight distribution automatically 
as you start to address the ball. 


The stance should become as 


grooved as the swing. 


Flex your knees slightly when 


you have properly 
taken your 


stance. This will aid in distributing 
the weight on the feet more toward 
the heel rather than the ball of the 
foot. This brings up the matter of 
balance again. Weight on the heels 
is a much better aid.for maintain- 
ing balance than weight shifted to 
the balls of the feet. 


The slight bending of the knees 


causes them to act as a cushion, 
or a shock absorber, in swinging 
the club to and through the ball. 
This produces an even motion to 
your swing going back, at contact 
and following through. Otherwise, 
it becomes a jerky, uncoordinated 
movement. 


You should have the feeling that 


you're sitting down at the ball. 


If 
you 
haven't that 
feeling, 


check your knees and the weight 
distribution on your feet. 


The manner in which you take 


the step up to the ball becomes 
quite essential 
to the eventual 


proper execution of your swing. 


No doubt you have seen many 


golfers 
completely confused on 


how and where to place their feet 
for specific shots with various 
woods and irons. 
Many golfers 


nover bother to get this confusion 
straightened out and keep right on 
shuffling and chitting away.
